The oyfter feast at Oolcheater, tong 
(and. which la bald on October 21, data* 
back venturi©* and centuria*, in fact, 
to the time of the ancient Briton*. 
Julius Caesar, after his conquest ©f 
the 
eastern 
counties 
of 
KngLand, 
founded a town on the atte of the 
prceent Colchester, and the export of 
oysters to Rome became the chief in­ 
dustry. 
During the reign of Richard 
I (11U3), the monarch granted a char­ 
ter to the citlaens giving them the sole 
right for oyster fishing off a large part 
of the coast. 
In order to keep Lhe 
alae of the oysters up to standard, a 
sliver oyster was cast, which now re­ 
poses in the town hall, and it is illegal 
to aell them smaller than the model. 
As the fame of Colchester’s oysters 
spread, It became customary to invite 
well-known people from all over the 
country. The ceremony takes place at 
the town hull, at the expense of the 
mayor. 
The duke of York was the 
guest of hbuor last year, which wit­ 
nessed an epoch-making event.

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“D ABIES and children, the same as 
adults, g row weary of being fed 
the same food In the same way each 
day . It is true that most children take 
naturally to nn'lk, hut that does not 
mean that they must he fed it ad 
nauseam. On the contrary , that is the 
very thing to he avoided. 
Pediatricians advise consumption by 
children of a quart of milk a day In 
one form or another, Tfds does not 
mean skim milk, but whole milk, for 
the skimmed product is lacking both 
in butter fat and the essential food 
element known as vitamin A. which is 
found in butter fat. Many mothers 
do not 
appreciate that removal of 
cream from the top of a bottle of 
milk results in skim milk. 
In evaporated 
milk, a product rec­ 
ommended by many leading 
doctors 
for the use 
of infants and children 
and which is simply pure cow’s milk 
sterilized in cans and with six ty per 
cent of the 
water removed, there is 
no cream line. The milk In the top 
of a can Is the same as it is in the 
bottom 
of the container. 
This re­ 
sults from a process called homog eniz­ 
ation, in 
which the fat g lobules in 
the milk are broken 
up into such 
microscopic hits 
that they remain In 
homog eneous suspension. 
Every drop 
of homog enized milk 
has n buttery 
taste because it contains butter fat. 
For this reason, in evaporated milk, 
tiiere is none of the flat taste one 
finds in drinking from the bottom 
of a 
bottle of market milk. 
In order to avoid feeding the baby 
or child plain milk three or four times 
a day , many authorities recommend 
the use of a mix ture of fruit juice and 
milk, a hig hly palatable and refresh­ 
ing drink. 
Following is a recipe worked out 
by ex perts for an orang e-miik drink: 
Mix in a fruit jar % of a cupful of 
orang e juice, U of a cupful of evap 
orated 
milk, 
throe teaspoonfuls of 
sug ar, Vi teaspoonful of lemon juice 
and a few g rains of salt. Shake well 
before serving .
